Highlights  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
Chinatown  Safety  Committee  Meeting  Held 
March  14,  2001 

Frank  Walsh  presented  the  police  report  for 
February  and  distributed  statistics  comparing  activity 
for  February  2001  to  the  same  month  in  2000.  Frank 
reported  that  prostitution  arrests  went  up  from  last 
month.  The  prostitutes  have  been  driven  out  of  the  res¬ 
idential  areas,  and  are  now  congregating  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  area  — Essex  Street,  Harrison  Avenue  and 
Kneeland  Street.  This  continues  to  be  a  major  problem. 
Frank  also  reported  that  there  had  been  a  shooting  and 
a  break-in. 

Someone  asked  what  had  happened  to  the  task  force 
that  was  to  be  established  to  address  prostitution 
across  the  city.  Frank  responded  that  the  task  force  was 
still  being  discussed.  The  Police  are  also  talking  about 
creating  a  special  squad,  so  that  areas  will  still  be  cov¬ 
ered  when  an  officer  has  to  take  a  prostitute  into  the 
station  for  booking. 

Chinatown  residents  are  not  using  911.  Perhaps  they 
feel  intimidated,  or  don't  think  there  will  be  a  response. 
Frank  reminded  the  committee  that  people  have  been 
urged  to  call  911  or  to  call  the  duty  supervisor.  It  was 
suggested  that  letters  from  the  committee  and  individ¬ 
ual  members  to  the  police  captain,  and  to  judges, 
regarding  the  disruption  to  the  community  created  by 
continuous  prostitution  activity,  would  be  helpful. 

David  Wong  returned  to  the  committee  about  his 
restaurant  — Shabu-Zen  — to  request  a  wine  and  beer 
license.  He  has  recently  completed  the  AIM  training  — 
Alcohol  Intervention  Management  offered  by  the 
Massachusetts  restaurant  association.  Peggy  Ings 
moved  to  support  this  request.  All  were  in  favor. 

Joe  Larkin  and  Christine  Dunn  presented  informa¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  the  Loews  movie  complex  at 
Millennium  place  and  the  entertainment  and  CV  licens¬ 
es  they  need.  There  will  be  19  screens  and  all  theatres 
will  have  stadium  seating.  They  hope  to  open  by  the 
end  of  May.  Paul  Lee  moved  to  support  this  request. 
All  were  in  favor. 

Bill  Moy  then  reported  about  the  hearing  at  the  pre¬ 
vious  day's  ABCC  meeting.  City  of  Boston's  lawyers 
and  counsel  for  Oznemoc  presented  their  arguments. 
The  ABCC  took  the  matter  under  advisement  and  will 
issue  a  decision  within  30  days.  If  Mr.  Horowitz,  the 
owner,  was  on  his  own,  he  could  open  tomorrow  since 
he  already  has  liquor  and  entertainment  licenses. 
However,  he  sought  additional  financial  involvement 
and  ownership  interest  from  Mr.  Deyesso.  It's  Mr. 
Deyesso's  ownership  interest  and  history  that  has 
thrown  this  into  dispute.  Any  change  of  ownership 
requires  a  change  in  the  license. 

Bill  also  reported  that,  against  the  recommendations 
of  the  Safety  Committee,  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  voted  to  support  the  Funland  family  restaurant 


proposal  and  Yan's  Best  place. 

It  was  noted  that  Imperial  Seafood  is  going  to  the 
licensing  board  for  a  wine  and  beer  license,  and  they 
have  not  come  before  the  Safety  Committee. 

Wellesley  Students  Get  Full-time  Advisor 

Members  of  Sisters  Leading  Action  for 
Multiculturalism  (SLAM)  have  cancelled  the  hunger 
strike  set  for  Wednesday,  April  4,  2001.  Late  Monday 
afternoon.  Dean  of  Students  Geneva  Walker-Johnson 
and  her  senior  staff  offered  SLAM  two  full-time  posi¬ 
tions  as  cultural  coordinators  for  the  Asian/  Asian 
American  and  Latina  communities.  Members  of  SLAM 
have  voted  to  accept  Dean  Walker-Johnson's  offer. 

Although  Dean  Walker  Johnson  made  a  public  state¬ 
ment  announcing  the  administration's  development  of 
these  positions,  SLAM  has  yet  to  receive  a  written  con¬ 
tract  securing  their  demands.  Administrators  and 
SLAM  negotiators  will  continue  to  work  together  on 
the  specific  details  of  these  full-time  positions. 


Chinatown  Celebrates  the  New  Mass  Pike 
Towers 

Tenants  and  community  leaders  joined  Trinity 
Financial  partners.  Mayor  Thomas  Menino,  and  other 
officials  at  a  festive  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  in  front  of 
Mass  Pike  Towers  on  March  31. 

The  celebration  marked  the  completion  of  renova¬ 
tions  at  the  development  and  the  one-year  anniversary 
of  the  historic  sales  agree¬ 
ments.  These  agreements 
included  preservation  of  all 
affordable  housing  units,  40 
years  of  affordability  restric¬ 
tions,  additional  subsidies 
contributed  by  the  develop¬ 
er,  tenant  involvement  in 
management,  and  a  plan  for 
future  joint  ownership  by 
the  South  Cove  Nursing 
Facilities  Foundation  and 
the  Mass  Pike  Towers 
Tenant  Association. 

Trinity  Financial  partner 
Jim  Keefe  thanked  the  many 
individuals,  organizations 
and  government  agencies, 
like  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood 
Development,  that  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  project's  suc¬ 
cess,  noting  that  many  col¬ 
laborators  and  complex 
financing  "prevented  200 


units  of  affordable  housing  from  falling  into  the  abyss." 
He  particularly  noted  the  Mayor's  commitment  to  pre¬ 
serving  affordable  housing  and  to  facilitating  such  pub¬ 
lic-private  partnerships. 

Mass  Pike  Towers  Tenant  Association  Co-Presidents 
Serene  Wong  and  Dr.  Wing-Ar  Moy  also  thanked  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association  for  helping  the  ten¬ 
ants  to  organize. 

"Great  things  are  happening  in  Chinatown,"  said 
Mayor  Menino.  "This  community  is  going  through  a 
renaissance,  because  people  are  working  together." 

Following  the  speeches,  the  Mayor  cut  a  ceremonial 
red  ribbon  in  front  of  the  main  entrance.  Members  of 
the  Eastern  U.S.  Kung  Fu  Association  performed  the 
traditional  lion  dance.  -Lydia  Lowe. 

Two  Local  Asian  Americans  Receive 
Prestigious  Red  Cross  Award 

Frank  Chin  and  Rev.  Cheng  Imm  Tan  received  the 
American  Red  Cross  2001  Clara  Barton  Humanitarian 
Award  on  March  29.  The  candidates  were  chosen  by  a 
nominating  panel  for  the  unique  way  they  provide 
humanitarian  aid  and  compassion  to  those  in  distress. 

"I  want  to  thank  all  of  you  for  helping  to  make  a 
Boston  a  better  place  to  live.  Every  day  you  work  hard 
to  improve  the  lives  of  others,"  said  Mayor  Thomas 
Menino  at  the  awards  ceremony. 

In  the  60s,  Frank  Chin  began  his  efforts  to  improve 
living  conditions  in  Chinatown.  By  1969,  he  appealed 
to  City  Hall  and  organized  the  Grievance  Task  Force. 
The  subsequent  hearings  were  the  impetus  for  pro¬ 
grams  such  as  English  as  a  Second  Language,  afford¬ 
able  housing,  and  other  social  services.  In  the  1970s,  he 
became  the  purchasing  agent  for  the  city,  making  him 
the  first  Asian  American  department  head.  Last  year, 
Mayor  Menino  honored  Chin  by  naming  a  square  in 
Chinatown  after  him. 

As  the  founder  of  the  Asian  Task  Force  Against 
Domestic  Violence  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  New  Bostonians,  Rev.  Cheng  Imm 
Tan  has  empowered  domestic  violence  victims  and 
new  immigrants  in  Boston.  Her  humanitarian  efforts 
have  helped  many  to  participate  fully  in  the  social, 
political,  economic  and  civic  life  in  Boston.

Building  Dialogue 


The  Large-Scale  Development  Review  Process

PNF,  DPIR,  PAD,  FPIR,  AD,  and  IAG. 

Welcome  to  the  alphabet  soup  of  Article  80,  the  gov¬ 
erning  legislation  outlining  the  process  by  which  new 
developments  in  Boston  get  approval  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA).  While  the  acronyms 
make  up  a  nearly  indigestible  soup,  they  represent  one 
of  the  most  important  processes  in  Boston,  for,  by  fol¬ 
lowing  these  steps,  developers  submit  their  project  to 
the  scrutiny  of  the  BRA  and,  most  importantly,  the 
impacted  community. 

Currently,  there  are  two  developments  one  in  and 
the  other  near  Chinatown  that  have  begun  their  jour¬ 
ney  through  Article  80:  Liberty  Place  (bound  by  Essex, 
Washington  and  Beach  streets)  and  Loews  Boston 
Hotel  (bound  by  Tremont  and  Stuart  streets). 

Liberty  Place  developers  intend  to  build  a  residen¬ 
tial  development,  including  410  units  of  market  rate 
rental  housing,  a  total  of  468  parking  spaces  and  limit¬ 
ed  commercial  space.  The  project's  square  footage 
includes  approximately  465,336  gross  square  feet  of 
residential  area,  8,000  gross  square  feet  of  retail  space 
and  177,005  gross  square  feet  of  parking.  Additionally, 
21,340  gross  square  feet  of  three  buildings  on  Essex 
Street  will  be  converted  into  approximately  20  units  of 
affordable  housing,  according  to  the  Notice  of  Project 
Change  for  Liberty  Place.  In  addition  to  the  affordable 
housing  on  Essex,  there  will  be  roughly  8,000  square 
feet  available  for  community  use.  The  projected  height 
for  the  developments  is  300  feet. 

The  Loews  Boston  Hotel  will  contain  390  rooms, 
including  21  suites,  and  121  below  ground  parking 
spaces.  The  height  of  the  hotel  will  be  274  feet  or  25  sto¬ 
ries,  according  to  the  Loews  Boston  Hotel's  Draft 
Project  Impact  Report  (DPIR) 

In  order  to  assure  Chinatown  will  be  prepared  to 
voice  its  opinions  and  interests  regarding  these  devel¬ 
opments,  some  familiarity  with  the  Article  80  review 
process,  especially  when  residents  may  submit  com¬ 
ments  and  attend  meetings  and  hearings,  is  necessary. 
This  article  will  outline  this  important  process,  concen¬ 
trating  on  the  review  steps  that  a  large-scale  develop¬ 
ment— one  that  exceeds  50,000  gross  square  feet—goes 
through,  because  both  local  projects  are  large-scale 
developments. 

Article  80:  a  conversation 

Despite  its  complexity.  Article  80  outlines,  in  essence, 
an  ongoing  conversation  between  the  developer,  the 
BRA  and  the  impacted  community,  according  to  Susan 
Hannon,  deputy  director  for  project  management  at  the 
BRA.  After  each  step  the  developer  takes  through  the 
review,  there  is  a  comment  period  and  public  meeting. 

The  list  of  goals  in  the  statement  of  purpose  for 
Article  80  is  long  and  detailed.  The  intent,  in  short,  is 
to  assure,  through  the  review  process,  that  the  devel¬ 
oper,  the  community  and  the  BRA  reach  a  consensus 
on  the  project  in  terms  that  enhance  the  impacted  com¬ 
munity,  ensure  that  the  development  is  consistent  with 
the  harmony  of  its  surroundings,  and  augments  the 
city's  attractiveness  as  a  place  to  live  and  work. 

"Article  80  involves  communication  back  and  forth, 
and  the  community  is  interwoven  through  the  entire 
conversation,"  said  Hannon. 

Ideally,  this  gives  the  community  a  series  of  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  voice  its  concerns  and  interests.  In  fact, 
Hannon  commented  that  an  important  component  of 
the  Article  is  the  public  comment  period. 

"A  main  reason  for  Article  80  is  for  the  comment 
periods,  during  which  we  require  the  developer  to  hold 
community  meetings,"  said  Hannon.  "At  those  meet¬ 
ings,  the  developer  has  to  present  their  project.  It  lets 
people  see  the  project  and  they  can  ask  questions  and 
comment  on  it." 

The  BRA  accepts  both  written  and  oral  comments. 
The  written  comments,  attached  to  all  relevant  Article 
80  documents,  become  part  of  the  public  record. 
Furthermore,  the  developer,  according  to  Hannon,  is 
required  by  the  BRA  to  respond  to  the  comments  in 


subsequent  filings.  The  oral  comments  heard  at  public 
meetings,  which  BRA  staff  members  attend,  are  taken 
into  consideration  when  the  staff  writes  the  documents 
included  in  the  review  process.

Yet,  there  is  some  question  within  the  community 
whether  the  BRA  hears  their  voices.  "From  our  experi¬ 
ence,  having  submitted  numerous  comments  echoing 
the  same  concerns,  we  have  been  met  with  little 
response  from  the  BRA  or  developers,"  said  Martha 
Tai,  director  of  the  Campaign  to  Protect  Chinatown 
(CPC).  "This  has  led  me  to  question  to  what  extent  are 
the  developer  and  the  BRA  accountable  to  the  com¬ 
ments  and  concerns  expressed  by  the  public  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  impacted  communities." 

Adding  more  community  input:  the  Impact 
Advisory  Group 

Just  last  November  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  issued  an 
executive  order  that  added  a  new  aspect  of  community 
participation  to  the  Article  80  review  process.  Impact 
Advisory  Groups  (IAG),  comprising  of  nine  people 
who  are  nominated  by  elected  officials  and  the  com¬ 
munity  and  ultimately  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  will  be 
involved  in  two  important  steps  in  the  review.  The 
group  will  participate  in  the  scoping  session  during 
which  the  initial  questions  and  requirements  for  all 
aspects  of  the  development  are  compiled.  Then,  at  the 
end  of  the  process,  the  IAG  will  be  able  to  review  the 
cooperation  agreement,  which  outlines  all  aspects  of 
mitigation  and  the  project's  plan.  Afterward,  the  IAG 
will  be  dissolved.  Hannon  and  other  BRA  employees 
add  that  the  lAGs  will  augment,  not  replace,  commu¬ 
nity  input. 

"The  IAG  is  an  overlay.  It  brings  the  discussion  of 
mitigation  into  the  public  forum,"  said  Hannon.  "I AGs 
give  input  on  the  process,  but  the  public  can  still  com¬ 
ment.  We  welcome  comments  from  everyone  and  we 
look  at  all  of  them.  It  ensures  public  dialogue." 

Adding  IAGs  to  the  review  process  somewhat  insti¬ 
tutionalizes  community  participation,  it  inserts  the 
community  into  the  conversation  to  an  even  greater 
degree.  Bill  Moy,  co-moderator  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Community  Council  (CNC),  is 
curious  to  see  how  the  IAGs  will  work,  but  feels 
assured  — the  BRA  has  told  him  so  — that  the  communi¬ 
ty  and  the  CNC  will  still  be  able  to  directly  participate 
in  the  determination  of  mitigation.  In  fact,  as  defined 
through  Article  80,  the  community  council  is  the  party 
that  all  developers  must  go  through  to  arrange  com¬ 
munity  meetings,  and  councils  like  the  CNC  receive  all 
documents  produced  during  the  review  process. 

The  opportunity  for  constructive  dialogue  appears 
to  be  in  place,  but  the  success  of  the  conversation 


depends  on  committed  and  informed  participants. 

The  review  process  steps  completed  by 
Liberty  Place  and  Loews  Boston  Hotel 

Both  the  Liberty  Place  and  the  Loews  Boston  Hotel 
projects  have  nearly  completed  the  first  half  of  the 
review  process.  The  first  step  is  an  informal  one:  The 
developer  and  the  BRA  gather  for  a  pre-review  plan¬ 
ning  meeting,  during  which  both  parties  discuss  the 
issues  that  will  be  raised  by  the  proposed  project. 
Liberty  Place  participated  in  such  a  meeting  in  1999. 
However,  at  that  time,  the  proposed  project  was  for  a 
mixed-use  building  with  office  space  and  a  hotel. 

Now,  with  the  insertion  of  IAGs  into  the  review 
process,  the  BRA  will,  after  such  a  preliminary  meeting 
consider  whether  an  IAG  will  be  necessary  for  the  pro¬ 
ject;  If  so,  the  Mayor  will  create,  through  appointment, 
an  IAG.  IAGs  may  be  appointed  for  both  residential 
and  commercial  projects.  An  IAG  will  not  be  appoint¬ 
ed  for  Liberty  Place  because  it  began  the  Article  80 
process  before  the  executive  order  creating  IAGs  was 
issued,  according  to  David  Carlson,  senior  architect  on 
the  BRA's  Urban  Design  Staff  and  executive  director  of 
the  Boston  Civic  Design  Commission. 

The  second  step  in  the  process  — when  the  develop¬ 
er  submits  a  Project  Notification  Form  (PNF)  to  the 
BRA  — signifies  the  beginning  of  the  formal  review.  In 
the  PNF,  the  developer  formally  declares  what  shape 
they  intend  for  the  project  to  take,  according  to  Carlson. 
The  PNF  includes  the  following  details  about  the  pro¬ 
ject:  building  uses,  area  photographs,  a  site  diagram,  a 
massing  diagram  (images  of  the  three-dimensional 
form),  floor  plan  diagrams,  building  section  diagrams 
and  preliminary  zoning  calculations. 

After  the  PNF  has  been  submitted,  copies  of  it  are 
made  available  to  the  public  and  sent  to  the  communi¬ 
ty  council  of  the  impacted  area.  It  is  at  this  point  that 
the  conversation  begins.  While  not  required  by  Article 
80,  but  made  into  a  procedural  requirement  by  the 
BRA,  the  developer  will  hold  a  public  meeting  with 
councils  like  the  CNC  to  present  the  project  and  answer 
questions. 

Once  the  developer  has  presented  their  initial  vision 
of  the  project  in  the  PNF,  the  BRA,  IAG,  City,  and  the 
developer  will  hold  scoping  sessions.  In  these  sessions, 
the  three  will  respond  to  the  developer's  PNF.  The 
subsequent  written  response,  called  the  Scoping 
Determination,  signifies  the  third  step  in  the  process. 
The  Scoping  Determination,  according  to  Article  80, 
"[sets]  forth  in  sufficient  detail  those  elements  of  the 
Proposed  Project  described  in  the  PNF  that  the 
Applicant  must  study,  analyze,  and  mitigate." 

The  elements  that  the  Scoping  Determination  can 
request  the  developer  to  review  include  the  following 
components:  transportation  (traffic  and  parking  man¬ 
agement,  construction  management,  monitoring  of 
mitigation  and  construction);  environment  (wind, 
shadow,  daylight,  solar  glare,  air  quality,  water  quality, 
solid  and  hazardous  waste,  noise,  construction  impact, 
and  rodent  control,  etc.);  urban  design;  historic 
resources;  infrastructure;  site  plans;  and  development 
impact,  which  necessitates  linkage  payments. 

After  the  submission  of  the  PNF,  the  community 
and  city  agencies  have  30  days  to  submit  comments  to 
the  BRA,  which  will  have  these  comments  on  hand 
during  the  scoping  sessions.  The  scoping  sessions  cul¬ 
minate  in  the  issuance  of  the  Scoping  Determination, 
which  muse  be  completed  45  days  after  the  submission 
of  the  PNF. 

The  developer  must  then  respond  to  the  Scoping 
Determination.  The  first,  commercial  incarnation  of  the 
Liberty  Place  project  had  reached  the  Scoping 
Determination  step  when  its  developers  decided  to 
change  the  project  to  its  current  residential  plan. 

"We  had  an  informal  meeting  with  the  BRA  at  the 
end  of  February  to  discuss  the  change,"  said  Louis

Miller,  who  represents  Kevin  Fitzgerald,  developer  and 
owner  of  the  proposed  building  site.  Fitzgerald's  part¬ 
ner  in  the  development  is  Charles  e.  smith  Realty 
Companies.  The  BRA  allowed  the  developer  to  contin¬ 
ue,  despite  the  change  of  project,  from  the  step  they 
had  reached  as  a  commercial  development. 

The  changes  to  the  project  were  not  substantial 
enough  to  warrant  a  return  to  the  PNF  stage,  according 
to  Carlson.  He  noted  that  because  items  like  the  rough 
massing,  the  location  of  the  tower,  the  renovation  of  the 
Essex  Street  buildings,  the  facade  of  the  Liberty  Hotel, 
and  the  square  footage  were  either  not  changed  or  saw 
no  dramatic  modification,  the  project  was  allowed  to 
progress. 

"Technically,  it's  probably  enough,  but  perhaps  less 
than  the  ideal  in  terms  of  a  public  process,"  said 
Carlson.  "But,  there  still  is  a  public  process  that  cap¬ 
tures  any  comments  that  people  want  to  make  on  the 
revision  of  the  project." 

The  next  step  in  the  review  process— the  Draft  Project 
Impact  Report  (DPIR),  which  is  the  developer's 
response  to  the  Scoping  Determination— will  require 
the  Liberty  Place  developers  to  respond  to  the  Scoping 
Determination  requirements  relevant  to  the  new  resi¬ 
dential  development. 

When  Liberty  Place  and  Loews  Boston  Hotel  submit 
their  DPIRs,  reaching  the  fourth  step  in  the  review 
process,  the  BRA  will  distribute  the  document  to  the 
CNC.  The  CNC  will  then  hold  a  public  meeting  to  dis¬ 
cuss  both  DPIRs;  furthermore,  the  BRA  will  collect  the 
public  comments.  The  community  will  be  able  to 
respond  to  the  project  in  person  and  on  paper,  thereby 
continuing  to  take  part  in  the  conversation. 

Loews  Boston  Hotel  submitted  its  DPIR  to  the  BRA 
on  March  23.  The  comment  period  will  end  May  10. 
The  Liberty  Place  developers  will  submit  their  DPIR  by 
the  end  of  April,  according  to  Miller. 

"We  will  sponsor,  with  the  CNC,  a  public  meeting 
around  April  23.  Announcements  will  be  sent  to  orga¬ 
nizations  in  Chinatown  to  encourage  them  to  come. 
We  will  have  translators,"  said  Miller.  "We  promised 
to  have  the  meeting  and  we  think  that  the  more  people 
that  hear  what  we  have  in  mind  and  the  more  that  par¬ 
ticipation,  the  better." 

So,  the  public  process,  the  opportunity  to  create  a 
dialogue  between  the  BRA,  the  developers  and  the 
community  will  occur  in  Chinatown  within  the  next 
month.  (Sampan  will  publish  all  dates,  times  and  loca¬ 
tions  for  these  meetings.) 

The  review  process  steps  to  come 

The  BRA  takes  the  fifth  step  in  the  review  process  when 
it  issues  a  Preliminary  Adequacy  Determination 
(PAD),  which  must  be  presented  to  the  developer  60 
days  after  the  submission  of  the  DPIR.  Based  on  the 
BRA's  review  of  the  DPIR  and  the  written  and  oral 
comments,  the  BRA  will  determine  which  of  three  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  PAD  it  will  issue. 

In  the  first  version,  the  PAD  will  indicate  further 
steps  the  developer  must  take  to  satisfy  the  Scoping 
Determination.  In  the  second  version,  if,  after  review 
of  the  DPIR  and  the  public  comments,  negative  impacts 
that  were  not  anticipated  arise,  the  BRA  "may  require 
that  the  Applicant  study  additional  issues,  consider 


further  mitigation  measures,  or  investigate  new  alter¬ 
natives  for  the  scale  of  the  Proposed  Project."  This  sec¬ 
ond  PAD  could  require  dramatic  changes  to  the  devel¬ 
opment.  in  the  third  version,  if  the  PAD  finds  that  all 
of  the  concerns  raised  in  the  Scoping  Determination 
were  met  in  the  DPIR,  the  BRA  board  may  waive  the 
next  step  in  the  process,  which  is  the  Final  Project 
Impact  Report  (FPIR). 

If  the  BRA  issues  one  of  the  first  two  versions  of  the 
PAD,  then  there  is  a  60  day  comment  period. 
However,  if  the  BRA  issues  the  third  version  of  the

PAD,  there  is  a  14-day  public  comment  period  begin¬ 
ning  from  the  date  of  the  PAD.  The  BRA  may  change 
the  PAD  according  to  issues  raised  by  comments. 

If  the  PAD  requires  the  developer  to  make  alter¬ 
ations  or  to  investigate  new  options,  they  must  report 
back  the  to  the  BRA.  This  response  constitutes  the  final 
step  in  the  review  process:  the  submission  of  the  Final 
Project  Impact  Report  (FPIR).  Once  again,  in  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  conversation,  the  BRA  will  hold  a  pub¬ 
lic  comment  period  regarding  the  developer's  changes 
outlined  in  the  DPIR. 

Then,  the  BRA  Board  meets.  This  meeting  is  open  to 
the  public,  and  the  Board  determines  whether  to 
approve  the  project  and  authorize  the  BRA  to  enter  into 
a  Cooperation  Agreement  with  the  developer.  If  so 
authorized,  the  BRA  and  the  developer  proceed  to  draft 
a  Cooperation  Agreement.  Also  at  this  time,  the  BRA 
issues  an  Adequacy  Determination,  which  approves 
the  FPIR  or  ask  the  developer  for  additional  changes 
that  must  be  addressed  before  the  absolute  final 
approval. 

Once  the  Cooperation  Agreement  has  been  drawn 
up,  the  IAG,  taking  its  most  important  and  final  role, 
has  15  days  to  review  and  comment  on  it.  The 
Cooperation  Agreement  contains  the  specific  aspects  of 
mitigation  and  the  final  plans  for  the  project.  At  the 
end  of  the  IAG's  comment 
period,  it  is  dissolved. 

The  BRA  and  the  devel¬ 
oper  then  sign  the 
Cooperation  Agreement. 

Next,  the  BRA  issues  a 
Certification  of  Compliance, 
which  represents  the  final 
approval  of  the  BRA.  The 
project  at  this  point  has  suc¬ 
cessfully  passed  through  the 
Article  80  review  process. 

The  Certification  includes  a 
copy  of  the  construction 
drawing  approval  (all  plans, 
drawings  and  specifica¬ 
tions),  and  assurances  that 
the  project  complies  with  the 


terms  of  the  Adequacy  Determination,  the  Scoping 
Determination  or  a  PAD  that  waivers  further  review. 

The  final  package  of  five  documents  for  a  develop¬ 
ment  that  has  passed  the  review  process  includes, 
according  to  Carlson:  1)  the  signed  Cooperation 
Agreement;  2)  the  Transportation  Access  Agreement, 
which  outlines  all  transportation  mitigation;  3) 
Construction  Management  Plan,  which  describes  how 
the  developer  plans  to  manage  the  staging  and  con¬ 
struction  of  the  project;  4)  the  Certification  of 
Compliance;  and  5)  the  Letter  of  Approval  from  the 
Urban  Design  department  at  the  BRA. 

The  end? 

Finally,  the  developer  can  seek  a  building  permit.  They 
must  go  to  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  (ISD), 
which  issues  building  permits.  If  the  developer  needs 
zoning  variance  or  changes  (like  Liberty  Place,  which 
needs  a  zoning  change  that  allows  for  a  project  double 
the  height  of  the  existing  zoning  allowance  ),  they  like¬ 
ly  will  have  already  had  their  permit  application 
denied  by  the  ISD. 

"The  developer  can't  go  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  until  they  go  through  the  Article  80  process. 
But,  after  that  process,  presumptively  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  will  be  on  board  as  well  as  the  city  offi¬ 
cials,"  said  Carlson.  "It's  likely  that  that  support  will 
get  it  through  the  Board." 

Importantly,  the  final  issuance  of  the  building  per¬ 
mit  assumes  that  the  community,  developer  and  BRA 
have  come  to  an  agreement  on  the  development.  The 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeal's  assumption  that  all  parties 
are  in  agreement  when  they  grant  the  zoning  change 
makes  the  Article  80  "conversation"  all  the  more 
important  to  the  community. 

"We  look  to  the  people  who  participate,"  said 
Hannon.  "The  only  voices  we  have  are  the  ones  we 
hear." 

A  heavy  burden  lies  on  the  conversation  inherent  in 
the  Article  80  process.  Have  the  involved  parties  had 
their  voices  heard?  Does  the  final  version  of  the  project 
adequately  reflect  the  public  comments  and,  conse¬ 
quently,  fit  into  the  harmony  of  the  neighborhood?  Is 
there  a  figurative  consensus  upon  which  the  develop¬ 
er's  can  literally  build  the  steel  and  brick  foundation? 

Only  the  quality  and  quantity  of  conversation  dur¬ 
ing  the  review  process  can  help  answer  these  questions.

On  Myanmar

Not  by  enmity  are  enmities  quelled, 

Whatever  the  occasion  be. 

By  the  absence  of  enmity  are  they  quelled. 

Offer  this  truth  of  eternity. 

Verse  5,  Yammaka  Vagga/The  Pairs  Chapter 
The  Buddhist  Dhamma-pada/Chapters  on  Law 

What7 s  in  a  name? 

Factions  of  135  clans  from  8  tribes  across  the  land 
committed  to  another  attempt  at  national  unity  before 
Myanmar's  independence  in  1948.  The  tribes 
involved  included  the  Ba-mar  (Burmese),  Chin,  Ka- 
chin,  Ka-yah,  Ka-yin  (Karen),  Mon,  Ra-khine  and  Shan. 
The  Ba-mar  constituted  a  70%  majority.  The  British  set 
a  prerequisite  for  independence  that  required  its 
colonies  to  write  a  constitution.  This  requirement 
expedited  cooperation  among  the  tribes  anxious  to  be 
free  from  Great  Britain's  120  years  of  colonial  rule. 
Consequently,  the  document  was  hastily  drawn  up. 
The  tribes  agreed  that  the  new  country  be  named  the 
"Union  of  Burma"  in  English,  and  in  Myanmar  as 
" Pyi-htaung-su  Myan-mar  Naing-ngan-taw ." 

In  1989,  the  Myanmar  government,  which  rose  to 
power  through  a  military  coup  d'etat,  changed  the 
country's  name  to  "Myanmar."  The  change  was  a  cul¬ 
tural  attempt  to  replace  colonial  misrepresentation 
with  a  phonetically  correct  English  spelling  since 
"Burma"  could  refer  only  to  the  Ba-mar  tribe.  The 
change  represented  two  things.  First,  it  signified  the 
near  culmination  of  a  thousand-year-old  campaign  to 
assimilate  tribal  minorities  under  one  national  identi¬ 
ty.  Secondly,  it  was  an  attempt  at  democratic  mod¬ 
ernization  by  building  an  inclusive  republic  where 
nationalized  citizens  of  any  race,  ethnicity,  religion, 
origin,  or  creed  could  integrate  into  Myanmar— as  a 
country  and/ or  identity. 

The  name  change  has  roused  questions  of  self- 
identity,  language,  and  race.  A  principal  question  is: 
Who  has  the  right  to  be  called  "Myanmar"?  It  has 
also  led  to:  Do  the  Myanmar  have  the  right  to  deter¬ 
mine  how  an  Asian  national  identity  is  to  be  written 
in  English?  Some  Myanmar,  including  many  whose 
primary  language  is  not  English  or  the  national  Ba- 
mar,  believe  that  to  change  the  English  name  a  nation¬ 
al  referendum  is  needed.  Opposing  the  military  gov¬ 
ernment  in  a  global  movement  for  political  freedom, 
the  Myanmar  National  League  of  Democracy  (NLD) 
advocates  the  use  of  "Burma."  The  principal  question 
should  not  be  confused  with  one  often  asked  question 
in  the  West  and  by  natives:  Who  are  the  Myanmar? 

Undercurrents  related  to  identity  need  to  be  scruti¬ 
nized  in  order  to  appreciate  the  politics  behind  these 
questions.  To  many  Myanmar,  a  person  who  uses  the 
English  word  "Myanmar"  is  a  "public  enemy"  in  the 
same  league  as  the  military  autocrats.  However,  his¬ 
torically,  the  political  wind  for  nationhood  prevailed 
on  using  Myan-mar  in  the  native  tongue.  Here  is  an 
instance  where  the  fusion  of  races  and  languages  of 
the  world  is  met  with  hostile  confusion.  Though  the 
contentions  are  over  a  name,  racism  is  enmeshed  with 
national  unification,  regional  bloc  consolidation, 
world  history,  sedition,  and  human  nature. 

Recently,  messages  posted  on  Myanmar  websites 
in  Yahoo  expressed  a  tradition  of  Myanmar  racism. 

The  messages  stated  Myanmar  meant  the  ethnic  Ba- 
mar,  thereby  excluding  the  Ta-yoke  (Chinese)  and  the 
Ka-la  (Indians).  It  is  logical  to  want  the  Ta-yoke  or  Ka- 
la  not  to  identify  themselves  as  ethnic  Ba-mar. 

However,  socially  and  legally,  all  peoples  have  had 
the  option  to  identify  as  Myanmar,  including  white 
and  colored  British  expatriates.  Here  are  the  passions 
of  a  broken  self-identity  struggling  to  be  freed  from  a 
colonial  racial  script  about  the  superior  and  the  inferi¬ 
or. 

Deep  down,  old  racism  prevents  a  renewal  for  one 
positive  identity.  Racism  in  Myanmar  reflects  racism 
in  our  global  village.  Where  and  when  one  race  is 
attacked,  unity  of  the  races  becomes  elusive.  For  the 
Americans,  Myanmar's  racism  raised  another  ques¬ 
tion.  When  Massachusetts,  in  the  name  of  democracy 
or  human  rights,  rejects  the  word  "Myanmar"  to  favor 
"Burma,"  does  the  rejection  imply  support  for  racism 
against  the  Chinese  and  Indian? 

The  Myanmar  has  raised  in  Asia  and  in  the  United 
States  the  divisive  exploits  of  Asian-on- Asian  racism. 
Mutual  hostile  isolation  has  prevented  conversation 


and  friendship  essential  for  social  change.  In  the  Ba- 
mar  language,  the  word  "race"— lu-myo— also  means 
ethnicity  or  tribe.  The  selective  mixing,  crossing  tradi¬ 
tional  language  codes,  of  nationality —taing-yin-thar— 
with  lu-myo  is  not  uncommon.  [Note:  Use  of 
"Myanmar,"  as  with  italicized  native  words,  in  this 
essay  demonstrates  switching  language  codes  on  a 
name  used  for  country,  language  and  people.] 

One  reason  for  the  hostilities  in  Myanmar  is 
because  each  tribe  sees  themselves  as  an  autonomous 
lu-myo  different  from  all  other  aliens.  The  ancient  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  nation  blinded  the  human  ability  to  see 
the  humanity  of  different  people.  It  prevents  a  capaci¬ 
ty  to  see  other  Asians  as  human.  Furthermore,  this 
leads  to  even  more  difficulty  in  seeing  non-Asians  as 
fellow  humans,  too. 

The  Massachusetts  "Burma  Law,"  which  outlines 
sanctions  against  the  country,  was  passed  in  1996. 
Since  the  Myanmar  thought  democracy  meant  a 
majority  rule,  it  led  people  to  think  most 
Massachusetts  citizen  wanted  the  boycott  against 
them.  According  to  local  newspaper  reports,  the 
word  "Burma"  was  expeditiously  substituted  for 
"South  Africa"  in  the  old  anti-apartheid  legislation 
passed  in  the  1980s.  It  was  a  sweeping  gesture  in  one 
quick  stroke!  It  was  believed  that  the  black  South 
African  racial  victory  could  be  duplicated  in 
Myanmar.  What  does  this  interpretation  mean  to 
Asians?  This  legislative  substitution  inadvertently 
equated  apartheid  with  Asian-on-Asian  racism. 

British  led  economic  sanctions  have  divided  the 
Myanmar.  Here  is  one  more  Asian  instance  where 
ideals  of  democracy  are  reduced  to  hollow  words 
when  racism,  local  or  global,  is  not  addressed. 

Sanctions  from  the  West  have  pushed  Myanmar  to 
rely  heavily  on  the  Asian  economic  bloc,  particularly 
on  China,  thus  rousing  popular  anti-Chinese  senti¬ 
ment.  Such  a  traditional  sentiment  has  potential  for 
ethnic  violence.  Heavy  trade  with  China  has  led  to 
more  Chinese  migrants  in  the  country.  And,  for  polit¬ 
ical  reasons,  more  Myanmar  are  leaving. 

Sanctions  have  increased  trade  for  contraband  con¬ 
sumer  goods,  managed  by  frontier  tribes  known  for 
their  monopolies  on  opium  and  heroin.  This  intensi¬ 
fies  a  military  role  at  the  borders  shared  by  ethnic 
minorities,  political  refugees,  and  insurgents. 
Sensitivity  to  anti-Chinese  sentiment  prevents  the 
NLD  to  articulate  a  public  stance  on  trade  and 
Chinese  problems  affecting  national  security.  This  is 
compounded  by  financial  disasters  from  economic 
sanctions  requested  by  the  NLD  fighting  to  regain 
public  legitimacy.  NLD  members  silenced  public 
voices  for  a  polity  with  parallel  political  and  economic 
advances  as  pro-military.  Escalating  tensions  threaten 
small  businesses  in  the  private  sector.  This  sector  has 
families  connected  to  the  military  and  Overseas 
Chinese  Myanmar  whose  financial  support  is  indis¬ 
pensable  for  the  success  of  a  grassroots  democracy 
movement.  The  struggle  for  democracy,  brought  to  a 
crawl  to  date,  was  weakened  at  its  inception  because 
disputes  over  sanctions  from  the  West  divided  the 
Myanmar  to  the  military  rulers'  advantage. 

Another  identity  issue  needs  as  much  attention  as 
the  Myanmar  name.  It  has  to  do  with  how  a  person 
calls  the  Self.  It  is  with  pronouns  such  as  "I"  and 
"we"  that,  in  Ba-mar  language,  the  speaker  makes  a 
polite  and  formal  reference  to  oneself.  The  speaker 
subordinates  him  or  herself  to  the  person  spoken  to. 
For  a  man,  the  pronoun  is  kyun-taw  meaning  "grand 
slave."  Kyun-ma  is  used  by  a  woman  meaning 
"female  slave."  Kyun  means  "slave."  For  example, 
one  may  say  "I  live  in  Boston,"  and  in  Ba-mar  it  would 
be  translated  as  "kyun-taw  lives  in  Boston."  It  is  a  ves¬ 
tige  from  feudal  usage. 

The  pronoun  referring  to  oneself  as  slave  does  not 
stand  freely  as  first  person  singular  or  plural.  The 
qualifiers  taw  and  ma  lower  the  status  of  "ego,"  for 
they  refer  to  the  position  of  the  person  spoken  to  as 
dominant.  "I"  exists  in  a  social  relationship  with  the 
second  person  such  that  exchange  become  "I  am  slave 
of  yours."  Here  is  an  identity  conflict  attributable  to 
Myanmar  culture. 

Socially  liberal  Buddhism  promotes  individuality. 
But  social  values  bind  people  in  outdated  relation¬ 
ships.  Ba-mar  language  codes,  in  use  for  about  1000 
years,  contribute  to  a  culture  of  political  insubordina¬ 
tion  and  social  defiance  that  produce  recurrent 
parades  of  decapitated  heads  on  sticks.  An  all  or . 
nothing  culture  of  violence  as  a  social  weakness  of  the 


people  tips  an  advantage  to  the  domination  of  well- 
organized  economic,  religious,  and  political  predators. 

Traditionally,  Buddhist  concepts  on  regency— ar- 
nar- and  on  prestige— aw-za— as  rights  every  individual 
can  achieve  were  powerful  threads  that  stitched 
together  a  religious  culture  and  a  threadbare  society 
to  form  one  fabric  of  a  Myanmar  nation.  What  is  basi¬ 
cally  Myanmar  racial  politicking  on  what  lu-myo  of 
which  creed  or  caste  can  have  ar-nar  and  aw-za  has 
become  dangerously  global,  besides  regional.  While 
frictions  from  ethnic  disunity  are  addressed  in  Asia, 
race  is  again  placed  in  the  international  limelight  as 
the  basis  for  global  disunity. 

Opium  War  III? 

Colonialism  in  Myanmar  is  remembered  as  a  distant 
government  overpowering  a  local  government  treated 
like  a  contract  vendor.  Colonial  objectives  were  to 
exploit  the  demand  for  and  supply  of  native 
resources.  The  goal  was  wealth  accumulation.  British 
rule  in  Myanmar  is  remembered  more  for  resource 
exploitation  than  for  wealth  creation  for  Myanmar 
natives.  Colonialism  turned  the  local  government  into 
a  powerless  trade  agency  for  the  benefit  of  distant 
traders.  These  dynamics,  causing  economic  disparity 
and  political  insurrection,  are  equated  with  globalism. 
Today,  in  Myanmar,  the  most  damaging  commodities 
traded  have  been  narcotics,  weapons,  and  humans. 

Opium  exports  in  great  quantities  from  Myanmar 
have  been  known  about  for  only  30  years. 

Afghanistan  and  India  were  the  former  large 
exporters  promoted  by  the  West.  Well-worn 
Myanmar  trade  routes  included  opium  trafficking 
long  after  British  Hong  Kong,  Dutch  Formosa, 

Portugal  Macau,  and  Spanish  Manila  were  firmly 
established  as  conduit  ports  for  opium.  Because  a  dis¬ 
tant  government  relied  on  the  cooperation  of  native 
authorities  to  ensure  deliveries,  colonialism  has  been 
blamed  for  empowering  a  predatory  social  culture 
across  Asia. 

Colonialism  has  created  a  global  society  where 
people  today  are  unable  to  separate  the  prey  from  the 
predators.  Trust  is  no  longer  a  value  with  binding 
strength,  in  Myanmar  or  elsewhere.  International 
focus  on  Myanmar  today  has  as  much  to  do  with  how 
and  when  social  justice  can  be  delivered  to  both  the 
prey  and  predators,  who  have  been  treated  and  reject¬ 
ed  as  mere  commodities. 

Buddhists  believe  that  the  past  causes  the  present, 
and  the  present  shapes  the  future.  Along  this  line  of 
thinking,  the  natives  believe  that  because  Opium  War 
I  (1839-1842)  and  II  (1856-1860)  forced  opium  imports 
into  China,  the  farmers  tending  fields  of  wild  poppy 
in  Myanmar  have  become  dependent  on  their  sole 
cash  crop.  Officials  in  the  Golden  Triangle  believe 
that  because  the  Nationalist  Kuomintang  lost  their 
livelihood  after  China's  civil  war,  families  from  war 
battalions,  abandoned  at  their  borders  by  1948, 
became  dependent  on  the  cash  from  heroin  produc¬ 
tion.  Tradesmen  believe  that  by  reversing  old  chan¬ 
nels  for  opium  distribution,  unscrupulous  traders 
smuggle  heroin  to  the  colonial  port  creators'  destina¬ 
tions.  Beliefs  from  these  social  problems  point  more 
to  globalization  occurring  across  Asia  in  the  history 
most  people  prefer  not  to  remember. 

An  imperial  edit  in  1729  was  the  world's  first  law 
that  made  opium  use  illegal  in  China.  Forces  that 
subsequently  overturned  this  law  introduced  a  global 
culture  that  favored  predatory  warlords.  Attempts  for 
300  years  around  the  world  to  stop  opium  trafficking 
have  not  broken  the  warlords'  power  or  a  global 
reliance  on  the  cash  flow. 

At  this  very  moment,  warlords  are  poised  for 
another  war  over  opium.  The  heroin  warlords  in 
Myanmar  were  initially  advised,  financed,  and  armed 
by  unscrupulous  Americans.  Cash  crops  of  poor  illit¬ 
erate  farmers  valued  in  billions  of  pounds  and  dollars 
are  intricately  linked  with  calculated  world  politics 
now.  The  warlords  are  growing  out  of  American,  and 
Myanmar,  official  control.  Given  this  scenario,  the 
joint  British  and  American  public  hostility  targeting 
Myanmar  has  the  effect  of  window  dressing.  Political 
themes,  which  focus  public  opinion  on  "their  prob¬ 
lem,  our  solution,"  include  the  reinvention  of  trade 
competitors'  classic  strategy  that  led  to  the  1800s 
Opium  Wars.  The  real  immediate  outcome  of  such 
publicity  is  demonizing  another  Asian  nation,  and  is 
poisoning  the -public  trust  of  innocent  people  around 
the  world.

Forging  a  New  Coalition  in  Chinatown

"Our  mission  is  to  create  a  compre¬ 
hensive  educational  network  connecting 
Chinatown  businesses  and  organizations 
to  maximize  and  expand  resources  for 
the  people  with  whom  we  work."  With 
these  words  as  its  mission  statement,  the 
Chinatown  Community  Educational 
Partnership  (CCEP)  became  the  commu¬ 
nity's  newest  organization. 

The  Partnership  became  a  reality  as  a 
result  of  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  (BCNC)  and  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Association 
(AACA)  receiving  funding  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education's  Adult  and  Community 
Learning  Services  to  participate  in  a  five 
year  planning  process.  The  two  organi¬ 
zations  were  asked  to  identify  commu¬ 
nity  partners  and  other  stakeholders 
who  would  gain  from  an  enhanced  edu¬ 
cational  network.  Some  of  these  com¬ 
munity  partners  included  other  adult 
education  providers,  community  col¬ 
leges,  public  schools,  businesses,  church¬ 
es  and  other  religious  organizations. 

One  Stop  Career  Centers,  as  well  as 
health  care,  child  care  and  youth  ser¬ 
vices  providers,  to  name  just  a  few. 

Bringing  Community  People 
Together 

CCEP  identified  approximately  100  peo¬ 
ple  whose  organizations  represent  a 
broad  cross-section  of  Chinatown. 
Approximately  50  people  attended  the 
organization's  kickoff  event,  a  lunch  on 
March  19  at  the  China  Pearl  restaurant. 

Activities  included  a  networking 
activity  with  a  chance  to  win  door 
prizes,  a  mapping  process  to  see  all  of 
the  participating  organizations  on  a 
large,  updated  map  of  Chinatown,  and 
an  opportunity  to  suggest  solutions  to 
problems  posed  in  a  series  of  real-life 
family,  work,  health  care  or  educational 
situations  faced  by  community  residents. 

"Our  goal  is  to  bring  community  peo¬ 
ple  together  to  address  the  various 
needs  of  the  same  individual  client  That 
is,  the  same  individual  we  might  see¬ 
the  person  who  lives,  works,  takes 
English  classes,  or  receives  health  care  in 
this  community,"  said  Maryana  Huston, 
CCEPs  co-founder  and  director  of  the 
Adult  English  as  a  Second  Language 
program  at  the  BCNC.  "Everyone  bene¬ 
fits  if  we  can  avoid  duplication  of  ser¬ 
vices,  improve  referrals,  and  communi¬ 
cate  with  each  other  from  a  cooperative 
point  of  view." 

Huston  said  the  feedback  from  the 
March  19  event  was  mostly  enthusiastic 
and  positive.  "I  heard  many  people  say 
to  each  other,  'I  need  to  talk  to  you 
about...,'  and  this  is  a  very  good  sign." 

Others  in  attendance  thought  CCEP 
is  an  idea  whose  time  has  come.  "There 
was  joy  and  excitement  in  coming 
together;  the  guests  met,  some  for  the 


first  time,  while  others  rekindled  their 
friendships,"  said  Alice  Kellogg,  who 
teaches  at  the  AACA.  "When  individual 
community  residents  come  to  us,  each  of 
our  organizations  can  make  informed 
decisions  on  how  to  assist  them." 

BCNC  executive  director  David  Moy 
put  the  Partnership  into  perspective  by 
adding,  "There  are  many  collaborations 
in  Chinatown,  but  they  tend  to  be  linear 
in  terms  of  specific  services  and  funding 
streams.  However,  participants  in  our 
programs  are  often  confronted  with  a 
range  of  issues  beyond  what  is  being 
addressed  by  a  specific  program.  An 
adult  ESL  student  may  also  be  a  parent 
in  need  of  child  care,  or  have  a  teen  at 
risk  of  academic  failure,  or  be  in  need  of 
medical  services  but  lacks  health  insur¬ 
ance." 

"The  challenge  before  us  is  to  know 
the  other  community  services  available 
to  this  student,  to  be  able  to  make  the 
connections  and  refer  the  individual  to 
the  appropriate  services  and  programs 
in  the  community.  Rather  than  Tines'  of 
services,  we  need  to  visualize  and  create 
a  'web'  of  services  that  provides  for  the 
holistic  needs  of  our  clients,"  said  Moy, 
concluding,  "CCEP  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction." 

Next  Steps 

Work  is  already  under  way  for  a  follow¬ 
up  meeting  on  May  14  (12:30-2:00  PM  at 
the  China  Pearl),  and  CCEP  will  be 
sending  out  minutes  of  the  first  meeting 
and  other  materials  to  all  who  attended. 
More  community  organizations  will  be 
notified  by  phone,  and  community  resi¬ 
dents,  including  present  and  former 
adult  students,  will  be  encouraged  to 
attend  the  next  session  and  join  the 
group. 

The  organization's  short-term  goal  is 
"to  produce  something  concrete  which 
can  be  used  immediately."  A  list  of 
adult  education  and  other  resources  as 
well  as  a  web  site  are  in  the  works. 

By  June  30,  2002,  CCEP  will  further 
develop  the  partnership  by  producing  a 
comprehensive  community  assessment 
of  assets  and  needs,  following  up  on  the 
extensive  work  done  in  community 
focus  groups  by  The  Chinatown 
Initiative  (TCI)  last  year  as  part  of  the 
updating  of  the  1990  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  master  plan.

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TV  Personality  Lisa  Ling  Will  Run  in  Boston  Marathon

Lisa  Ling,  co-host  of  the  popular  ABC  talk  show, 
"The  View,"  has  committed  to  join  the  army. 

But,  it's  not  the  United  States  Army  and  her  com¬ 
mitment  isn't  to  marching.  Rather,  she  has  joined  Ali 
&  Dad's  Army,  created  to  memorialize  Ling's  cousin 
Ali  and  Ali's  father,  John  Pierce.  This  Army  dedicates 
itself  to  raising  money  for  the  Ali  Pierce  Endowment 
Fund  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Medical 
Center  in  Worchester.  And,  Ling's  commitment  is  to 
run  this  year's  Boston  Marathon. 

While  Ling  admits  that  she  had  never  run  more 
than  three  miles  before  she  began  training  for  the 
marathon,  she  remains  undaunted  by  the  challenge, 
and,  in  fact,  sees  it  as  a  great  opportunity. 

"This  has  been  something  I've  wanted  to  do,  to  see 
something  through  to  help  the  foundation,"  said  Ling. 
As  for  the  marathon,  "My  goal  is  to  finish.  1  want  to 
run  at  least  18  miles,  then  I  may  walk  the  rest." 

Ling  will  not  be  the  sole  "foot  soldier,"  as  members 
of  Ali  &  Dad's  Army  are  called.  There  will  10  runners 
raising  funds  for  the  Army  in  this  year's  marathon. 
The  story  behind  the  Army  is  a  tragic,  yet  inspira¬ 
tional  one.  In  1996,  after  Ali  Pierce,  at  age  14,  died 
from  a  long  battle  with  liver  cancer,  John  Pierce  creat¬ 
ed  the  Ali  Pierce  Endowment  Fund  and  Ali's  Army  to 
support  it.  A  marathon  runner  himself,  he  hoped  to 
recruit  runners  from  across  the  country  to  raise 
money,  through  pledges  based  on  miles  run,  to  benefit 
children  with  cancer.  Pierce  vowed  to  raise  $500,000 
over  five  years. 

However,  in  1997,  while  running  a  half-marathon 
in  New  Hampshire,  he  suffered  a  massive  heart  attack 
and  died  just  ten  feet  from  the  finish  line.  Grief-strick¬ 
en  by  her  family's  second  loss,  but  determined  to 
carry  on  her  husband's  dream,  Anna  Ling  Pierce,  ded¬ 
icated  herself  to  leading  the  Army,  which  she 
renamed  Ali  &  Dad's  Army.  She  also  expanded  it 
beyond  road  races  to  include  hockey  games  as  fund¬ 
raisers,  as  Ali  was  an  avid  hockey  player.  On 
November  18,  1998,  the  Army  reached  its  $500,000 
goal.  That  same  year,  the  "foot  soldiers"  participated 
in  their  first  Boston  Marathon. 

The  funds  raised  by  the  Army  support  four  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Hospital. 

The  Ali  Pierce  Integrative  Treatment  Program,  known 


as  Ali's  Gift,  employs  alternative  treatments  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  traditional  medicines  to  help  relieve  the  chil¬ 
dren's  pain  from  the  disease  and  treatments.  This 
program  will  make  alternative  treatments  like 
acupuncture,  massage  therapy,  and  Reiki,  a  form  of 
"touch  therapy,"  available  to  all  children  regardless  of 
their  ability  to  pay  for  it.  Currently,  most  health  care 
coverage  plans  will  not  pay  for  these  treatments. 

"If  we  can  make  [the  children]  feel  good  for  one 
day,  we've  done  our  job,"  said  Anna  about  Ali's  Gift 
during  a  special  episode  of  "The  View"  that  aired  on 
Feb.  12. 

The  foundation  will  also  help  patients  so  they  may 
pay  for  these  experimental  treatments.  This  may  not 
only  help  individual  children,  but  it  may  also  lead  to 
the  acceptance,  and  subsequently  wider  use,  of  experi¬ 
mental  treatments  in  mainstream  cancer  treatment. 
Funds  will  also  go  to  support  nurses  and  other  trained 
staff  so  they  can  spend  more  time  with  pediatric 
patients  and  their  families,  as  well  as  do  things  like 
coordinate  outpatient  and  inpatient  care. 

Finally,  funds  will  support  Project  Hope,  an  after- 
treatment  program  that  assists  in  helping  patients' 
transition  into  a  life  without  treatments.  The  project 
also  is  intended  to  help  ameliorate  the  psychological, 
behavioral  and  family  effects  of  treatment. 

As  the  clock  counts  down  to  the  day  of  the  race. 
Ling  continues  to  train  and  promote  the  cause  of  the 
Army  she  has  joined.  Ling  runs  a  6-mile  loop  around 
Central  Park  during  the  week  and  takes  a  long  run  on 
the  weekends.  She  has  completed  a  16-mile  run  and 
hopes  to  get  up  to  20  miles  before  the  race.  To  help 
her  through  the  training  process.  Ling  recruited  Lisa 
Simonsen,  who  has  completed  nine  marathons,  to 
train  her.  Simonsen  has  also  joined  the  Army  and  will 
be  by  Ling's  side  during  the  marathon. 

But,  that's  not  the  only  help  Ling  is  getting.  "A 
marathon  is  a  mental  challenge  more  so  than  a  physi¬ 
cal  one,"  said  Ling.  "Most  importantly,  I  have  a  visual 
image  in  my  mind.  I  literally  see  the  faces  of  my 
cousin  and  uncle  when  I  run." 

Ling  has  used  her  position  on  "The  View"  to  help 
raise  awareness  of  the  Army  and  the  struggle  cancer 
sufferers  and  their  loved  ones  face. 

She  and  her  aunt  appeared  in  the  spe¬

cial  episode  of  "The  View,"  which  focused  on  Anna 
and  her  family's  struggle  with  cancer,  in  February. 

"My  aunt  is  my  hero,"  said  Ling.  "The  taping  [of 
the  show  in  February]  was  the  first  time  she  heard 
Ali's  voice  since  she  died.  She's  been  living  this. 

Now,  it's  my  time  to  step  in  and  help  the  foundation." 

After  that  show.  Ling  received  many  emails  and 
letters  from  people  who  were  touched  by  the  story 
and,  in  may  cases,  have  battled  or  seen  a  loved  one  or 
relative  battle  cancer. 

Ling's  commitment  to  Ali  &  Dad's  Army  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  part  of  "The  View."  During  her  training. 
Ling  has  given  weekly,  on-air  progress  reports,  and, 
on  April  11,  "The  View"  will  feature  Ling's  training. 

Already,  Ling  has  raised  $70,000  in  pledges.  (She 
is  looking  for  pledges  of  $1  a  mile.)  And,  recently,  she 
received  word  that  a  beauty  pageant  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco's  Chinatown  will  donate  its  proceeds  to  the 
fund.

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Chinatown  Gets  New  Computer  Lab

The  Chinatown  Computing  program  opened  its 
new  community  computer  lab  on  Nov.  29.  The 
Chinatown  Committee,  part  of  the  Phillips  Brooks 
House  Association  (PBHA)-one  of  the  nation's  old¬ 
est  and  largest  student-run  non-profit  organiza- 
tions-collaborated  with  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  (CEDC)  to  set  up  the  pro¬ 
gram,  which  is  located  on  the  7th  floor  of  the 
CEDC's  65  Harrison  Street  building. 

The  Chinatown  Computing  program  strives  to 
empower  Chinatown  and  the  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity  by  maintaining  a  vital  technology  resource 
in  the  neighborhood  and  offering  enriching  and 
instructional  activities  to  community  members. 

This  spring,  the  Chinatown  Computing  program 
is  offering  two  computer  literacy  programs.  The 
first,  an  adult  course  held  on  Saturday  mornings, 
caters  to  8-10  adult  students  and  focuses  on  a  basic 
instruction  in  Microsoft  Word,  Excel,  and  the 
Internet.  We  also  incorporate  activities  like  typing 
practice  and  resume  building  to  give  the 
course  a  specific  job-training  goal. 

The  high  school  course,  held  on  Saturday 
afternoons,  caters  to  8  high  school  students 
and  focuses  on  building  and  designing  web 
pages.  We  also  include  a  healthy  amount  of 
resume  building  activities  for  the  high  school 
students.  Both  courses  run  for  seven  weeks 
and  are  staffed  by  PBHA  volunteers. 

We  are  currently  at  full  capacity,  and  we 
have  wait  lists  of  over  20  people  for  the  adult 
course  and  approximately  10  for  the  high 
school  course.  Applications  for  the  next  set  of 
programs  will  be  available  in  the  fall.  We  are 
currently  considering  the  possibility  of 
expanding  the  programs  to  meet  the  large 
demand. 

This  summer,  Chinatown  Computing  will 
also  be  working  with  Chinatown  Adventure,  a 
summer  program  offered  by  PBHA  to  over  70 
children  each  year,  to  produce  a  print  and 
online  newsletter  to  chronicle  the  childrens' 
"adventures"  all  around  Boston. 

The  children  will  be  assigned  important 
tasks  like  writing  articles,  taking  photos,  or 
drawing  pictures  to  contribute  to  the  publica¬ 
tion.  They  will  then  take  their  work  and, 
using  the  computer  lab,  design  and  create 
their  own  summer  newspaper. 

The  use  of  computers  will  be  emphasized 
throughout  the  summer  program's  curricu¬ 
lum.  The  staff  will  undergo  special  training  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  publishing 
and  design  programs  available'in  the 
Computing  Lab. 

The  Chinatown  Computer  Lab  was  created 
through  a  grant  from  the  Ronald  McDonald 
House  Charities  and  sponsored  by  the 
McDonalds  restaurant  on  Washington  Street. 

The  CEDC  has  generously  donated  office 
space  to  house  the  lab,  in  addition  to  subsidiz¬ 
ing  the  installation  of  a  DSL  internet  line.  The 
creation  of  the  lab  was  encouraged  by  the 


Stride  Rite  Foundation,  which  provides  public  ser¬ 
vice  scholarships  to  outstanding  volunteers  work¬ 
ing  with  PBHA  programs.  Additionally,  the 
Hewlett-Packard  Company  donated  a  color  printer 
and  a  scanner  to  the  Lab.  The  Microsoft 
Corporation  generously  provided  complementary 
copies  of  Microsoft  Office  and  Publisher. 

Chinatown  Committee  is  the  largest  committee 
in  PBHA,  with  eight  subprograms  (Adventure 
Summer,  Afterschool,  Big  Sibling,  Computing, 
Elderly,  ESL/Citizenship,  Quincy  School  Tutoring, 
and  Teen),  over  400  clients,  and  almost  200  volun¬ 
teers  and  staff.

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Growing  Communities  Seek  to  Break  Language  Barrier 


By  Lydia  Lowe 

Early  reports  from  the  2000  census  revealed  that 
the  Latino  population  in  Massachusetts  has  grown  by 
49%  and  the  Asian  American  population  by  a  whop¬ 
ping  68%.  In  metropolitan  Boston,  whites  are  no 
longer  the  majority.  Community  activists  are  hoping 
this  new  demographic  information  will  give  legitima¬ 
cy  and  momentum  to  their  demands. 

A  group  of  community  leaders  and  organizations, 
calling  themselves  the  Multilingual  Voting  Rights 
Coalition,  has  proposed  that  the  City  of  Boston  pur¬ 
chase  simultaneous  interpretation  equipment  and  pro¬ 
vide  on-call  interpreters  for  its  public  meetings. 
Coalition  members  include  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  (CPA),  Alianza  Hispana,  the  Mass¬ 
achusetts  Immigrant  and  Refugee  Advocacy  Coalition, 
and  the  Brazilian  Immigrant  Center,  among  others. 

The  proposed  interpreter  system  would  allow 
immigrant  residents  or  community  agencies  to  make 
an  advance  request  for  interpretation.  Attendees 
would  receive  simultaneous  translation  through  a 


simple  headset  and  portable,  hand-held  receiver. 

Community  organizations  have  already  used  such 
a  system  when  bringing  constituents  to  City  Council 
hearings,  allowing  residents  from  Chinatown  and 
Jamaica  Plain  to  participate  in  discussion  of  affordable 
housing  policies.  Coalition  leaders  say  that  a  simple 
and  cost-effective  system  would  allow  immigrant 
business  owners  to  communicate  with  the  licensing 
board,  parents  to  participate  in  School  Committee 
meetings,  or  residents  to  voice  their  concerns  on 
neighborhood  zoning. 

"Boston  is  changing,"  said  Coalition  member  Malia 
Lazu.  "The  question  is  how  our  city's  political  leaders 
and  institutions  will  respond  to  that  change." 

Immigrant  community  leaders  point  to  the  lan¬ 
guage  barrier  as  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  immi¬ 
grants'  participation  in  civic  life.  One  in  four 
Bostonians  today  is  foreign-born. 

"  Immigrant  taxpayers  are  revitalizing  neighbor¬ 
hood  businesses,  rehabilitating  housing,  and  re-ener¬ 


gizing  local  schools,"  said  Evonne  Yang  of  the  CPA. 
"Yet  the  same  people  are  denied  access  to  basic  infor¬ 
mation,  services,  and  a  role  in  public  discourse 
because  they  are  still  struggling  to  learn  English." 

Coalition  organizers  are  working  with  City 
Councilor  Chuck  Turner  to  introduce  a  resolution  to 
the  City  Council  next  month.  At  the  same  time,  they 
are  hoping  to  gain  Mayor  Menino's  support  to  allocate 
funds  to  the  Office  of  New  Bostonians,  the  City's 
immigrant  affairs  office,  in  order  to  set  up  the  inter¬ 
preter  system. 

Coalition  organizers  also  plan  to  utilize  a  city  coun¬ 
cil  hearing  in  Chinatown  on  April  12  as  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  highlight  their  proposal.  The  hearing,  the  first  to 
be  held  in  Chinatown,  is  part  of  a  series  of  Council 
hearings  to  promote  greater  dialogue  with  communi¬ 
ties  about  how  to  improve  political  participation.  The 
City  Council  hearing  will  be  held  on  Thursday  April

"Of  Civil  Wrongs  and  Rights:  The  Fred 
Korematsu  Story"  Reviewed 
By  Melissa  Lo 

This  is  not  just  a  powerful  documentary.  It  is  the 
intelligent  ensemble  of  testimony  of  an  otherwise  ordi¬ 
nary  citizen's  extraordinary  fight  to  resist  the  U.S.  gov¬ 
ernment's  internment  of  Japanese  American  during 
WWII.  The  director  Eric  Paul  Fournier,  by  pragmati¬ 
cally  sequencing  facts  with  the  deft  manipulation  of  his 


camera,  constructs  a  bold  narrative  of  realities.  The 
film  uncovers  the  plain  truth  that  became  Fred 
Korematsu's  arrest  and  convictions  for  defying  military 
orders,  the  constitutional  hypocrisy,  and  most  plainly, 
the  racism— the  racial  profiling  of  citizens  of  color  in  the 
United  States  that  led  to  the  incarceration  of  an  entire 
ethnic  population  on  the  West  coast.
